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Roache  meets  with  leaders, 
promises  judicious  inquiry

Boston  Police  Comr.  Francis 
M.  Roache,  attempting  to  allay 
public  anger  at  the  alleged 
police  brutality  incident  in 
Chinatown  last  Wednesday, 
assured  community  leaders  that 
an  internal  investigation  will 
receive  top  priority  in  the  next 
few  weeks. 

Roache  met  with  at  least  two 
dozen  representatives  from  var¬ 
ious  Boston  human  services 
organizations  in  his  office  early 
Friday  evening. 

“This  case  presents  a  chal- 
enge,”  Roache  said  during  the 
meeting  which  was  closed  to  the 
press  except  for  The  SAMPAN 
and  cameramen.  “One  never 
mows  the  outcome,  but  we 
promise  you  a  fair,  thorough  and 
objective  investigation  into  this 
allegation  of  excessive  force 
directed  to  an  Asian  person.” 


Last  Wednesday  morning 
Long  Quang  Huang  was  arrest¬ 
ed  on  Kneeland  Street  near  the 
New  England  Medical  Center  on 
charges  of  assault  and  battery  on 
a  police  officer  and  soliciting 
“sexual conduct  for  a  fee.”  The 
arrest  and  report  were  made  by 
Vice  Squad  detective  Francis  G. 
Kelly  Jr. 

However,  the  56-year-old  re¬ 
cent  Chinese  immigrant,  who 
speaks  no  English,  told  The 
Boston  Globe  and  The  SAMPAN 
that  he  was  unaware  of  any 
problems  until  he  was  ‘  ‘grabbed 
and  hit  several  times  in  the  eye, 
once  in  the  forehead  and  once  on 
the  back  of  the  neck.”  (See 
accompanying  story.) 

At  the  meeting,  Roache  said 
the  internal  investigation  will 
proceed  on  two  fronts.  One  will 
be  carried  out  by  the  newly 
formed  Bureau  of  Professional 
Standards,  and  the  other  will  be 


conducted  “independently”  by 
the  Bureau  of  Investigative 
Services.  The  inquiries  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  take  “45  to  60  days,” 
the  commissioner  said. 

“We  will  look  for  inconsist¬ 
encies,  discrepancies,”  Roache 
said.  “If  the  allegation  is  correct 
we  will  take  everything  into 
consideration. 

“We  will  look  at  Det.  Kelly’s 
overall  record.  And  we  will  focus 
on  this  particular  incident.” 

Roache  said  police  had  con¬ 
tacted  six  witnesses  who  are 
willing  to  testify  on  the  incident. 
By  the  end  of  the  meeting,  which 
was  briefly  interrupted  when  the 
commissioner  went  downstairs 
for  a  press  conference,  Supt. 
Albert  J.  Sweeney,  newly  in¬ 
stalled  commander  of  the  BPS, 
said  his  bureau  had  contacted 
two  more.

Huang  worries  about  health,  family 

Community  members  show  support

Long  Quang  Huang,  a  rest¬ 
aurant  worker  reportedly  beaten 
up  by  a  vice  squad  detective  on 
May  1,  worries  about  the  liveli¬ 
hood  of  his  family  and  the 
nedical  bills  he  has  to  pay 
>ecause  he  cannot  go  to  work 
due  to  injuries  suffered  in  the 
incident  and  he  has  no  insur¬ 
ance  coverage. 

Huang’s  wife,  Bao  Tang,  said 
that  her  husband  did  not  eat 
anything  the  first  two  days  after 
the  incident  and  still  has  not 
gained  back  his  appetite.  He  is 
experiencing  severe  headaches 
and  dizziness  whenever  he  tries 
to  stand  up  and  walk,  Mrs. 
luang  said. 

The  56-year-old  man  worries 
that  his  health  will  be  per¬ 
manently  impaired  after  this  and 
might  no  longer  be  able  to 
support  his  family  of  four  in  this 
country  and  an  80-year-old 
mother  in  Quangdong,  China. 

Speaking  no  English  at  all, 
luang  still  does  not  understand 
why  he  is  charged  with  soliciting 


sex  for  a  fee  and  assaulting  a 
police  officer.  He  was  merely 
walking  from  his  home  to 
Chinatown  to  buy  some  things 
on  his  regular  day  off  when  all 
this  happened,  he  said. 

“I  was  just  walking  on  the 
streets.  I  did  nothing  wrong,” 
he  said.  Huang  feels  that  the 
police  hit  him  intentionally. 

Dr.  Danny  Chin,  acting  medi¬ 
cal  director  at  the  South  Cove 
Community  Health  Center 
(SCCHC)  who  is  now  treating 
Huang,  found  that  there  were 
contusions  and  hemorrhaging  in 
the  man’s  left  eye.  The  swelling 
will  cause  vision  problems  and 
pain  for  about  two  weeks  but 
there  does  not  seem  to  be 
any  neurological  problems  re¬ 
sulting  from  the  injury,  he  said. 

Despite  the  doctor’s  re¬ 
assurance,  Mrs.  Huang  ago¬ 
nizes  over  possible  bad  con¬ 
sequences  in  her  husband’s 
health  and  eyesight. 

“Emotionally  he  is  quite  dis¬ 
traught  about  the  whole  affair. 
He  will  get  over  his  physical 
injury.  My  concern  is  that  he  will 


have  nightmares,  will  be  afraid 
to  walk  out  and  afraid  to  I 
associate  with  Caucasians,”  Dr. 
Chin  said. 

Questions  were  raised  as  to 
why  Huang  was  released  so  soon 
after  treatment  at  the  emergen¬ 
cy  room  of  the  New  England 
Medical  Center,  because  he  was 
obviously  still  shocked  and 
dazed  from  the  incident  and  did 
not  know  his  way  home.  Huang) 
said  he  vomited  some  blood 
when  he  was  walking  home 
alone.  I 

Anne  Speakman,  director  of 
Corporate  Communication  for 
the  Medical  Center,  said  that  the 
attending  doctor  judged  that 
Huang  was  medically  alright  to 
be  released  from  the  hospital. 
There  was  an  interpreter  with 
Huang  during  the  time  he  was 
being  treated  at  the  Medical 
Center,  Speakman  said.  She) 
added  that  the  emergency  room 
does  not  generally  provide  es¬ 
cort  services  to  its  patients.

Jurors  convicted  Robert  Glass 
Jr.,  a  21-year-old  US  Marine, 
with  the  1983  stabbing  murder 
of  a  Vietnamese  refugee,  wind¬ 
ing  up  a  lengthy  trial  at  Suffolk 
County  Superior  Court  which 
lasted  for  weeks  and  drew 
observers  from  civic  groups 
charging  the  killing  was  racially 
motivated. 

Glass  was  found  guilty,  after 
two  days  of  deliberation,  of 
first-degree  murder,  three 
counts  of  assault  with  intent  to 
murder  and  additional  counts  of 
assault  with  a  deadly  weapon. 
The  stabbing  rampage  occurred 
July  24,  1983  after  a  party  at  the 
apartment  house  of  Vietnamese 
refugees  on  Coleman  Street  in 
Dorchester. 

The  defendant,  a  tall,  stout 
private  who  donned  military 
attire  throughout  the  trial,  faces 
an  automatic  term  of  life  im¬ 
prisonment  without  parole.  De¬ 
fense  Attorney  Paul  Buckley  will 
probably  appeal  the  case  at  the 
state  Supreme  Court. 

A  sentencing  hearing  will  be 
held  on  June  3  to  hand  down 
sentences  on  the  other  convic¬ 
tions  and  to  hear  Asst.  Dist. 
Atty.  Francis  O’Meara’s  pleas  to 
add  an  extra  10  to  20  years  to 
Glass’s  murder  sentence  be¬ 
cause  of  the  severity  of  his 
crime. 

Glass  was  found  guilty  of 
killing  Anh  Mai,  a  Vietnamese 
refugee  Who  had  lived  in  the  US 
for  two  years  and  was  reportedly 
saving  money  to  bring  his  wife 
and  child  to  this  country.  He  was 
also  found  guilty  for  the  stab¬ 
bing  of  three  other  residents  in 
the  apartment  house,  Loi  Chau, 
Tao  Dinh  and  Hung  Sam. 

The  killing  sent  ripples 
throughtout  the  Asian-Ameri- 
can  community  in  Boston,  spark¬ 
ing  fears  of  increasing  racial 
attacks  against  people  of  Asian 
descent.  The  case  also  drew 
national  attention  and  sealed  the 
formation  of  Asians  for  Justice, 
a  coalition  created  to  resist  what 
it  views  as  a  burgeoning  tide  of 
racial  attacks  against  Asian 
Americans. 

Asian  observers  became  a 
common  sight  in  the  courtroom 
during  the  tried.  Asians  for 
Justice  monitored  the  case 
closely  and  issued  statements 
calling  for  the  highest  possible 
punishment  for  the  killer  of  Anh 
Mai  and  an  end  to  violent  attacks 
against  Asian  Americans. 

Coalition  member  Liz  Ouyang 
said  after  the  conviction  that  she 
was  pleased  with  the  outcome  of 
the  trial.  “The  verdict  shows 
that  an  Asian’s  life  cannot  be 
taken  lightly,”  she  said. 

The  incident  began  early  in 
the  morning,  after  a  birthday 
party  at  the  apartment  house  of 
Anh  Mai  and  his  other  friends. 
The  party  was  open  for  all  the 
area’s  residents  as  a  gesture  of 
friendship  since  the  Vietnamese 
“suffered  some  degree  of  har- 
rassment”  in  the  tough  working- 
class  neighborhood  where  they 
lived,  according  to  O’Meara. 

Glass  and  severed  of  his 
friends  attended  the  party, 
which  reportedly  included  beer 
drinking  and  pot  smoking. 
O’Meara  said  the  stabbings 
began  long  after  the  party  was 
over,  when  Glass  returned  to  the 
scene  apparently  looking  for 
more  fun. 


Most  of  the  occupants  of  the 
house  were  sleeping  when  Glass 
approached  the  building  with  his 
companion  Jimmy  Sims  and  tore 
down  the  wrought  iron  railing 
around  the  front  steps,  creating 
a  loud  noise,  O’Meara  said. 

Occupant  Cuong  Huynh  came 
out  during  the  disturbance,  but 
ran  back  inside  to  wake  up  Loi 
Chau,  who  spoke  the  best 
English  among  the  residents, 
O’Meara  said.  Huynh  soon 
returned  with  Chau,  Anh  Mai 
and  Hung  Sam ,  who  also  lived  in 
the  building.  The  two  sides 
exchanged  threatening  re¬ 
marks,  and  tensions  flared  after 
Chau  gave  Glass  a  shove  down 
the  steps. 

O’Meara  said  Glass  immedi¬ 
ately  withdrew  a  knife,  unfolded 
it  and  stabbed  Chau  on  the 
upper  torso.  Then  he  plunged 
the  blade  into  Mai,  who  fell 
down  and  ran  away  from  the 
house.  Mai  died  eight  hours 
later  at  Boston  City  Hospital 
after  losing  too  much  blood. 

Witnesses  during  the  trial 
said  Huynh  and  Sam  ran  back 
into  the  house,  running  up  the 
steps  leading  to  the  second  floor 
near  the  entrance.  Glass  re¬ 
portedly  stormed  into  the  house 
after  Huynh  and  Sam,  and  he 
began  stabbing  Sam  repeatedly 
when  he  tripped  and  fell  down 
on  the  steps  trying  to  escape. 
Sam  sustained  the  worst  injuries 
among  the  survivors,  with  four 
stab  wounds  that  left  him 
unconscious. 

Occupant  Tao  Dinh  was 
awoken  by  the  incident  and 
approached  the  bottom  of  the 
stairs  where  Glass  was  stabbing 
Sam,  witnesses  said.  Glass 
lunged  for  Dinh,  who  was 
stabbed  in  the  back,  but  was 
finally  restrained  when  his 
friends  Jimmy  Sims  and  James 
Hawe  pulled  him  back  and  out  of 
the  house,  according  to  prose¬ 
cutor  O’Meara. 

Thereafter,  Tai  An  Le,  regard¬ 
ed  by  the  residents  as  the 
patriarchal  figure  of  the  house¬ 
hold,  woke  up  on  the  third  floor 
and  found  his  cousin  Sam 
unconscious  with  blood  splat¬ 
tered  around  the  stairs,  wit¬ 
nesses  said  during  testimony. 
O’Meara  said  Le,  who  lived  in 
the  building  with  his  wife  and 
children,  stormed  out  the  house 
with  a  meat  cleaver  in  hand  to 
protect  the  residents. 

Le  approached  Glass  on  the 
street  and  the  two  sides 
“squared  off,  but  no  blows  were 
exchanged,”  O’Meara  said.  “I 
see  nothing  wrong  with  a  man 
with  a  meat  cleaver  trying  to 
protect  his  family.”  Le  then 
decided  to  return  to  the  house  to 
take  the  injured  to  the  hospital.

EDITORIAL 


A  judicious  inquiry 

Police  Comr.  Francis  M. 
Roache ’s  quick  action  to  meet 
with  community  leaders  over  the 
Huang  incident  is  to  be  com¬ 
mended.  Now  the  new  Boston 
Police  Commissioner  must  keep 
the  heat  on  his  department,  and 
maintain  trust  with  the  Chinese 
community,  by  ensuring  a  swift, 
thorough  and  complete  investi¬ 
gation  into  the  events  leading  to 
the  arrest  of  immigrant  Long 
Quang  Huang. 

It  is  also  critical  that  this 
incident  not  be  swept  under  the 
rug,  that  time  not  be  allowed  to 
blur  our  memory  of  the  facts, 
and  that  issues  raised  around 
this  case  not  be  allowed  to  fade. 
What  has  the  City  and  its  law 
enforcement  arm  done  to  crack 
down  on  prostitution  as  a  whole? 
What  is  being  done  to  ensure 
that  members  of  the  Chinese 
community,  some  of  whom 
speak  little  English  or  who  are 
unaware  of  their  Constitutional 
rights,  are  protected? 

Further,  what  will  be  done  to 
restore  the  community’s  con¬ 
fidence  in  the  police?  What  is  to 
prevent  police  harassment,  in¬ 
timidation  or  retaliation  while 
Det.  Frank  Kelly’s  actions  are 
being  investigated?  From  what 
we  understand,  the  man  is  still 
on  duty. 

Roache  has  said  in  public,  and 
to  the  community,  that  he  will 
personally  review  the  investiga¬ 
tion.  We  hope  that  his  tenure  as 
head  of  the  Community  Dis¬ 
orders  Unit,  which  investigated 
civil  rights  violations,  will  give 
him  that  extra  sense  of  vision 
and  justice,  which  will  surely  be 
tested  in  investigating  the 
Huang  incident. 

And  justice  for  all 

The  conviction  of  US  Marine 
Robert  Glass  Jr.  provides  a 
spark  of  light  for  members  of  the 
Asian  American  community 
which  has  been  following  closely 
the  Anh  Mai  murder  trial: 
perhaps  justice  does  prevail, 
even  if  the  victim  is  not  white. 

Maybe  we  can  trust  the  justice 
system.  In  a  period  of  pervasive¬ 
ly  growing  anti-Asian  racism  in 
America  ,  highlighted  by  the 
Vincent  Chin  murder  in  Detroit 
in  1982,  this  community  is 
placated  with  the  sentencing. 

It  has  required  tremendous 
energy  from  the  Asian  American 
community  to  ensure  that  justice 
is  served,  however.  Throughout 
the  trial,  members  of  the  Asian 
community  have  packed  the 
courthouse,  in  support  of  the 
victim,  in  support  of  the  legal 
system,  in  seeking  a  fair  and  just 
trial. 

The  Asians  for  Justice  coali¬ 
tion,  which  had  not  let  this  case 
die,  provided  much-needed  visi¬ 
bility  for  the  case,  articulated 
well  its  concerns  around  racial 
violence  against  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans,  and  fought  hard  for 
justice.  Their  leadership  is  to  be 
commended.  Their  hard  work  in 
support  of  seeing  justice  served 
in  the  Anh  Mai  trial  has  helped 
to  ensure  justice  for  all.

Many  Concerns  V oiced 

Public  outrage  at  the  alleged 
brutality  incident  was  perhaps 
unprecedented  in  the  history  of 
the  Boston  Police  Department. 

At  the  start  of  the  meeting, 
the  commissioner  was  handed  a 
letter  from  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion  urging  him  to  focus  his 
investigation  “at  a  minimum” 
on  the  following  issues: 

“Whether  Officer  Frank  Kelly 
had  used  excessive  and  unjusti¬ 
fied  force,  and  whether  such 
action  had  violated  Mr.  Huang’s 
civil  and  other  rights.”; 

“Whether  Officer  Kelly’s  ac¬ 
tion  were  racially  motivated”; 
and 

“Whether  Mr.  Huang’s 
rights  as  a  non-English-speak¬ 
ing  resident  was  violated  during 
the  arresting,  booking  and  ar¬ 
raignment  processes.” 

Sipping  occasionally  on  a 
coke,  the  commissioner  during 
the  course  of  the  intense  meet¬ 
ing  repeatedly  stressed  his  past 
involvement  with  the  Asian 
community,  his  work  with  the 
police’s  Community  Disorders 
Unit  (which  investigates  civil 
rights  violations),  and  the  im¬ 
provements  (better  “access  and 
accountability”)  he  had  effected 
in  the  hierarchal  structure  of  the 
BPD  since  he  took  office  earlier 
this  year. 

“I  am  still  the  same  person  I 
was  seven  years  ago,”  he  said. 
“Now  my  responsibility  is  great¬ 
er.  ”  Roache  said  he  was  the  sole 
member  of  the  CDU  seven  years 
ago. 

The  commissioner,  Supt. 
Sweeney,  and  Supt.  Joseph 
Carter,  commander  of  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Neighborhood  Services, 
then  fielded  questions. 

“Is  the  police  investigation 
solely  on  ‘excessive  force’?” 
asked  Peter  Chan  of  the  CCBA. 

“The  court  will  determine 
whether  it  was  a  false  arrest,” 
Sweeney  replied,  somewhat  ob¬ 
liquely.  “The  police  can  only 
look  at  HOW  the  arrest  was 
made.” 

Roache:  “We  are  hoping  to 
piece  the  puzzle  together.  If  the 
motive  was  racial,  that  will 
surface  from  all  our  interviews.  ’  ’ 

‘  ‘I  would  like  the  commission¬ 
er  to  tell  us  what  specific  steps 
the  police  department  will  take 
•following  this  incident.  The 
community’s  confidence  in  the 
police  has  completely  been 
shattered...,”  Dr.  Danny  Chin, 
acting  medical  director  of  the 
South  Cove  Community  Health 
Center,  said. 

Roache:  “I’d  like  to  get  into 
ESL  classes  again  to  say  to 
people,  to  educate  people  to 
come  forward  (with  any  com¬ 
plaints  against  the  depart¬ 
ment).” 

“What  assurance  can  you 
give  that  it  won’t  happen  again? 
Do  you  have  any  specific  pro¬ 
cedures?”  asked  Donald  Ng,  a 
complaints  officer  at  the  Mass. 
Commission  against  Discrimina¬ 
tion. 

Roache,  cautiously:  “We 
have  a  whole  book  of  pro¬ 
cedures....  We’re  all  human 
beings.  Some  of  us  are  not  as 
sensitive,  as  well-educated  as  all 
of  you  here....  If  you’re  not 
satisfied,  you  can  reach  out  to 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investiga¬ 
tion....” 

Sweeney  (referring  to  the 
waiting  throng  of  reporters, 
radio  and  television  crews  down¬ 
stairs):  “I’m  sure  our  officers 
will  time  in  to  this  tonight  and 
realize  that  this  is  a  serious 
affair.” 

What  is  the  police  department 
doing  about  the  prostitution 
problem  in  the  Chinatown  and 
South  Cove  areas?  several  com¬ 
munity  leaders  wanted  to  know. 

Roache,  apologetically: 
“We’ve  committed  a  lot  of 
resources  into  that  problem.  In 
fact,  we  get  criticized  for  ad¬ 


dressing  the  issue  too  much. . . .  ” 

Chin:  “We  have  been  pro¬ 
mised  more  over  the  years  on 
this  issue....” 

Chan:  “We  get  the  feeling 
you’re  not  doing  enought.... 
There’s  very  little  understand-

Roache:  “...  We  have  ad¬ 
ditional  detectives  in  the  area. . . . 
We’ll  have  to  monitor  and 
address  that  issue....  We  want 
more  detectives  not  assigned  to 
headquarters,  but  out  on  the 
street....” 

Libby  Chiu,  an  elementary 
school  principal  who  is  also  a 
mayoral  appointee  to  the  Boston 
Human  Rights  Commission, 
said:  “The  (reporting)  system 
now  is  very  intimidating....  The 
most  victimized  are  the  ones 
who  are  least  likely  to  come 
forward  to  complain.” 

Roache:  “...  I’m  very  sensi¬ 
tive  to  this....  It  must  be 
extremely  difficult....” 

“What  is  Det.  Kelly’s  status 
now?  asked  David  Moy,  pro¬ 
gram  director  at  the  Quincy 
Community  School. 

The  commissioner,  with  a 
pained  look  on  his  face,  said  that 
under  existing  police  proce¬ 
dures,  Kelly  “is  available  for 
duty”  (work  as  usual). 

Attorney  Wants  Name  Cleared 

Huang,  the  man  in  the  center 
of  this  embarrassing  controver¬ 
sy  for  the  police,  stiff  faces  court 
hearings  on  the  two  BPD  charg¬ 
es  on  May  15. 

His  lawyer  stood  up  and  told 
the  commissioner  she  wanted 
those  charges  dropped. 

“The  man  and  his  family  are 


New  immigrant

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over  the  responsibility  to  care  for 
Huang  and  is  doing  it  with  no 
charge,  but  Huang  still  has  to 
pay  for  prescription  medications 
and  the  bill  for  emergency 
treatment  at  the  New  England 
Medical  Center. 

Through  the  help  of  David 
Wong,  president  of  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Assn. 
(CCBA),  a  Chinese  attorney 
Virginia  Lee,  is  providing  him 
with  free  legal  service. 

Lee  said  she  will  first  work  to 
clear  her  client  of  the  two 
charges,  and  will  advise  Huang 
to  file  assault  and  civil  rights 
complaints  against  the  officer. 
She  is  also  hoping  to  get  the 
attorney  general’s  office  to  start 
an  investigation. 

Since  the  incident  was  highly 
publicized  by  the  media,  a 
number  of  calls  have  come  into 
the  SAMPAN  office  expressing 
outrage  and  shock  at  the  inci¬ 
dent.  One  woman  choked  up 
several  times  when  she  tried  to 
express  her  anger  over  the 
matter. 

The  CCBA  responded  to  the 
incident  by  writing  a  letter  to  the 
police  commissioner  protesting 
what  it  calls  an  “unjustified 
arrest  and  physical  abuse”  of 
Mr.  Huang.  The  letter  also 
urges  the  police  department  to 
take  “immediate  and  forceful 
action”  to  investigate  the  case. 
(See  accompanying  story.) 

The  Chinatown  People’s  Pro¬ 
gressive  Assn.  (CPPA)  has  also 
issued  a  flyer  urging  ‘  ‘the  entire 
Asian  community”  to  “unite 
and  support  Mr.  Huang’s  strug¬ 
gle  for  justice.” 

The  CPPA  flyer  demanded 
that  the  police  department: 
“Immediately  drop  all  charges 
against  Mr.  Huang;  suspend 
Det.  Kelly  without  pay  during 
the  investigation  of  his  conduct; 
(and  conduct)  an  open  public 
hearing  for  the  investigation  of 
Det.  Kelly,  rather  than  a  closed 
internal  investigation.” 

“If  found  guilty,  Det.  Kelly 


distraught,”  said  Virginia  Lee, 
urging  Roache  to  order  a  swift 
inquiry.  “We  don’t  want  this  to 
be  up  to  the  DA. 

“We  want  those  charges 
dropped  so  this  man  will  not 
have  to  go  to  municipal  court  and 
can  recuperate.” 

Supt.  Sweeney,  stressing 
again  the  need  for  a  “fair  and 
thorough  investigation,  ’ '  said  he 
is  ‘  ‘authorized  to  instruct  the  DA 
to  drop  charges”  when  it  is 
determined  that  Huang  had 
been  falsely  arrested. 

“How  will  you  determine 
whether  it’s  racially  motivated 
or  not?”  asked  Julian  Low, 
administrative  director  of  the 
Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop. 

Supt.  Carter:  “We  will  look 
for  the  language  used,  for  facts 
to  show  that  it  was  one  race 
against  another  race. . . .  I’m  very 
sensitive  to  this....” 

Sweeney:  “We’ll  be  looking 
for  obvious  racial  state¬ 
ments....” 

The  meeting  was  drawing  to  a 
close.  The  commissioner  said  he 
wanted  to  work  more  closely 
with  human  services  organiza¬ 
tions  in  the  Hub,  including  the 
Human  Rights  Commission,  and 
promised  “to  put  all  my  energy 
and  strength”  into  the  Huang 
incident. 

“60  days  is  too  long,”  said 
Donald  Ng,  nevertheless.  “It’s 
not  fair  to  Mr.  Huang.” 

Roache:  “We  want  to  make 
very  thorough  interviews.  May¬ 
be  it’ll  take  30  days  —  who 
knows?” 

Sweeney,  looking  at  his  boss: 
“He  may  be  a  nice  guy,  but  he 
hasn’t  looked  you  in  the  eye  and 
said  to  you,  ‘I  want  it  done.’ 

“He  holds  me  accountable  to 
time.” 


should  be  fully  prosecuted  and 
expelled  from  the  police  force,” 
the  flyer  said.  The  CPPA  also 
demanded  “full  compensation 
for  Mr.  Huang.” 

According  to  David  Wong, 
workers  at  the  Royal  Hawaiian 
restaurant  in  Burlington  where 
Huang  works  and  the  garment 
factory  in  Chinatown  where 
Mrs.  Huang  works  are  thinking 
of  pitching  in  money  to  help  the 
family.  Walter  Chin,  Huang’s 
boss,  also  assured  that  Huang 
can  resume  his  job  at  the 
restaurant  any  time  that  he  feels 
well  enough  to  do  so. 

A  meeting  among  Asian  com¬ 
munity  groups  has  also  been 
called  by  the  CCBA  on  May  6  to 
discusss  setting  up  a  trust  fund 
for  Huang.  Meanwhile,  do¬ 
nations  checks  can  be  made 
payable  to  Long  Quang  Huang 
and  sent  to  the  CCBA  address, 
90  Tyler  Street,  Boston,  MA 
02111. 


Stop  Press! 

More  On  Tyler  Street  Shooting:  Chris¬ 
topher  Fay,  the  Norwood  man  charged 
with  assault  with  the  intent  to  murder 
after  a  shooting  incident  on  Tyler  Street 
April  4,  supposedly  knew  where  the 
“gaming  places”  were  in  Chinatown  and 
was  thinking  about  robbing  them,  police 
said. 

Det.  Kathleen  Johnston  of  the  Intelli¬ 
gence  unit  said  police  found  maps  in 
Fay's  brief  case  which  allegedly  showed 
where  the  gaming  places  were  in 
Chinatown  when  the  man  was  arrested. 

“The  indications  are  that  he  was 
working  alone.”  Johnston  said.  “He  was 
looking  to  make  some  money  by  robbing 
those  gaming  places.” 

Police  is  still  waiting  for  word  on 
whether  Fay  is  fit  to  stand  trial  as 
charged.  Fay  is  under  observation  at 
Bridgewater  State  Hospital. 

Heard  On  The  Streets:  It  was  a 
momentous  evening  for  Chinese  lan¬ 
guage  music  buffs,  the  Chinese  Inter¬ 
collegiate  Choral  Society,  the  Greater 
Boston  Chinese  Cultural  Association’s 
choral  society,  and  the  New  York 
City-based  Chinese  Music  Arts  Inc.  A 
huge,  combined  choral  group,  made  up  of 
members  from  the  above,  played  to  a 
record  400-500  audience  at  MIT’s  Kresge 
Auditorium  April  20.  The  program 
consisted  of  patriotic  songs  in  Mandarin 
from  the  Sino-Japanese  War  period, 
including  the  lively  "Yellow  River 
Cantata.”  Soloist  Ree-Ven  Wang  was 
enchanting  and  performed  again  on  May 
3  at  the  University  of  Lowell  in  Gilbert 
and  Sullivan’s  “The  Mikado.” 


Murderer  gets 
life  sentence 
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O’Meara  said  it  was  believed 
Mai  escaped  unharmed,  and 
after  the  occupants  had  driven 
off  to  Carney  Hospital,  Mai 
returned  clutching  his  chest  and 
bleeding. 

O’Meara  said  Glass  used  a 
blow  called  the  “double-thrust” 
in  his  stabs.  In  the  double-thrust 
maneuver,  which  Glass  learned 
in  the  Marine  Corps,  the  attack¬ 
er  strikes  his  victim  with  a 
bayonet  and  then  turns  his 
weapon.  O’Meara  said  had  Mai 
merely  been  stabbed  without  the 
double-thrust  maneuver,  he 
would  not  have  bled  to  death. 

Throughout  the  trial  the  de¬ 
fendant’s  side  claimed  self- 
defense  in  the  assault.  During 
opening  statements,  Defense 
Atty.  Paul  Buckley  said  that  the 
residents  of  the  apartment 
house  retaliated  against  Glass 
for  pulling  down  the  iron  railing 
in  front  of  the  home. 

The  occupants,  according  to 
the  defense  attorney,  charged 
out  of  the  house  and  ganged  up 
on  Glass,  kicking  and  striking 
him  in  a  martial  arts  fashion. 
Glass  during  testimony  said  that 
when  he  fell  to  the  ground,  he 
was  circled  by  four  men  who 
kicked  and  punched  him  repeat¬ 
edly. 

Glass  said  a  knife  appeared  in 
the  hands  of  one  of  his  attackers, 
and  he  managed  to  strike  the 
hand  of  the  armed  man,  knock¬ 
ing  the  knife  to  the  ground. 
Glass  said  he  picked  up  the  knife 
and  began  punching  his  assail¬ 
ants  while  the  knife  was  in  his 
hand. 

The  defendant  testified  that 
he  pummeled  the  men  around 
him  with  his  fist,  while  holding 
on  to  the  knife.  He  said,  “I 
remember  punching  them  with 
the  knife  in  my  hand,  I  have  no 
specific  memory  of  stabbing 
anyone.”  Glass  said  he  freed 
himself  from  the  circle  and  then 
ran  away  from  the  gang. 

Meanwhile,  he  said  he  was 
approached  by  a  Vietnamese  on 
the  street  who  lunged  at  him 
with  a  kick.  Glass  said  he  struck 
back  with  the  knife  but  was 
unsure  if  he  stabbed  his  attack¬ 
er.  When  he  sensed  another 
onslaught,  Glass  said  he  ran 
toward  the  house,  but  was  met 
by  a  man  flailing  a  shovel.  The 
two  engaged  in  a  fight,  but  Glass 
said  he  did  no  stabbing. 

Finally,  he  said  that  he  was 
pulled  back  by  his  friends  when 
they  saw  Le  step  out  of  another 
door  of  the  house  with  a  meat 
cleaver  in  hand.  Throughout  the 
brawl,  Glass  said  he  apparently 
stabbed  the  four  men  unwit¬ 
tingly  amid  the  kicking  and 
fist-swinging. 

The  prosecutor  said  the  testi¬ 
mony  of  Jimmy  Sims  corrobor¬ 
ated  with  that  of  Glass,  but  both 
their  stories  were  unconvincing 
because  they  were  filled  with 
hazy  and  vague  elements  in  their 
account  of  the  sequence  of 
events  that  led  to  the  stabbings. 

Glass  is  now  being  held  at 
MCI  Cedar  Junction  maximum- 
security  prison  where  he  will 
remain  until  further  sentencing. 

The  death  of  Mai  was  seen  by 
many  as  an  indication  of  increas¬ 
ing  racism  against  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans.  Peter  Kiang,  the  program 
director  for  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop,  said  after 
the  trial  that  his  group  was  very 
happy  by  the  support  they 
received  from  the  district  attor¬ 
ney’s  office. 

However,  Kiang  said  it  was  a 
mistake  that  the  case  did  not 
touch  on  the  issue  of  racism  and 
consider  possible  violations  of 
civil  rights  laws. 

Kiang  said  Glass’s  assault 
was  spawned  by  racist  feelings. 
“I  would  wager  to  believe,” 
Kiang  said,  “that  had  it  been  a 
white  person  and  not  Loi  Chau 
that  shoved  Glass  down  the 
steps,  Glass  would  not  have 
reacted  so  violently  as  he  did.”

She  has  also 
worked  as  the  project  director 
for  the  Visual  Communication’s 
film,  “The  Sound  of  Quiet 
Thunder,”  a  tribute  to  Pilipino 
writer  Carlos  Bulosan. 

The  panelists  include  many 
known  local  artists,  as  well  as 
artists  who  are  recognized 
throughout  the  Asian  American 
communities  in  the  country.
